DETAILED ACTION

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

The present invention is directed to an electro-acoustic transducer. The each cited prior 
art, shows a similar structured transducer, but fails to teach that a stopper for restricting a 
bending range of the metal plate constituting the terminal to a level equal to or lower than a 
reversibility limit value of a metal material constituting the terminal, the stopper provided at an 
outer periphery of the metal plate of the terminal, and extending from a main section of the 
terminal to the frame as claimed. Those distinct features have been included to the sole 
independent claims and render the application to be allowable.
